Agricultural Commission, 
Named by Coolidge, Out- 
lines Plan To Be Sent to 
Congress. 


FARM PRODUCT RATE 
CHANGES ARE URGED 


Commission Proposes 
That Government Act as 
Great Research and Ad- 
visory Board.

Washington, January 27.—A fed- 
eral cooperative marketing board of 
five members to act as a big brother 
to the farmer is proposed in the repor: 
of the special agricultura] comm)~ston 
appointed some weeks ago by l’rea:- 
dent Coolidge. 

This board would act as a scrvice 
bureau for agriculture, somewhat a8 
the department of commerce acts as a 
service bureau for business. It wou.d 
offer advice in forming cooperative 
marketing associations, assist in in 
stalling account systems, and us¢ jt» 
good offices to help farmers in any 
way possible. 

It would, in short, try to mske a 
business man out of. the farmer. It 
proposes to make the government act 
as a great research and advisory bu- 
reau and not as a financial angel. 

No Bill Indorsed. 

Although there are probably a hun- 
dred bills in congress dealing wiih the 
farm problem, the commission decliued 
to indorse any of them, but galacred 
its suggestions from all of them ano 
suggested a composite bill. 

The commission’s report wili be sent 
to congress Wednesday. It comes at 
» time when wheat is selling over $2, 
the highest point since the war, vn 
the Chicago, Kansas City and Umaba 
exchanges. 

At the white house it was said the 
president earnestly hoped that cun- 
gress would find time to act on tie 
recommendations at this session. But 
after a white house breakfast confer- 
ence Senate Leader Curtis and House 
Leader Longworth doubted if this 
would be possib!c. 

Filing of this report marks a Lew 
phase in the handling of the farm 
problem. ‘Since the curly days of ine 
var when congress passed the Lever 
feod control bill to stabilize the waci-t 
y1ice, the federal government has bees 
‘Inkering with all sorts of artificia! 
devices, digging up cash and turning 
various kinds of double somersaults 
in trying to comply in slight measure 
with the demands of the great, puwer- 
fully organized farm organizations, 
which maintain lobbies here and hod 
congress pretty much under thumb. 


Must Stand on Own Feet. 

This report plainly indicates tha: 
those days have gone. Though it does 
not say eo bluntly, the whole impart 
of the recommendations is that aside 
from such protection as the tariff can 
give, the farmer must stand on his 
own feet and, like the business nian, 
rely for profits on more efficient seil- 
ing of his products rather than on cash 
from the federal treasury. ‘This is the 
last word on the farm problem sud 
represents the policy the Coolidge ad- 
ministration will support for the next 
four years. 

Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have been advanced in recent years to 
help the farmer tide over the deflatioa 
period. Many of these loans way 
never be paid off. The farmers were 
caught in a desperate plight and naa 
to be helped at whatever cost, but tae 
market jump last summer helped the 
situation considerably. Now the gov- 
ernment is going to see if it cannot :n- 
troduce business efficiency into the 
hitherto haphazard nractice of hus 
bandry. Therein lies the real signifi- 
cance of this report. It embodies tae 
Coolidge attitude toward the problem, 
attempts to make farming a self-sis-

Women Urge 
Retorm Laws 
For Juveniles 


Clubwomen Say That Pres- 
ent Laws Are Too 
Severe. 


Declaring that the spread of juve- 
nile criminality has become alarming, 
that there is no stated punishment 
for juvenile murderers aside from that 
of the adult criminal, and averring 
that it is not just and right to make 
a child suffer the severe and irrepar- 
able consequences administered to 
hardened adult criminals, the resolu- 
tions committee of the Atlanta Wom- 
an’s club Tuesday night passed a 
nunrber of. resolutions. 

In effect, they advocate a reform 
method of punishment for the crime 
of murder, if committed by minors, 
details of such a scheme to be worked 
out by a prison committee and pre- 
sented to the state legislature. The 
particular resolution on minor mur- 
derers follows: 

“Whereas, the nimber of cases of 
juvenile criminality is becoming alarm- 
ing in its frequency; there is no 
stated punishment for juvenile mur- 
derers, other than that of the adult 
criminal and murderer; it is not just 
and right to make a child suffer the 
severe and irreparable consequences 
adthinistered to hardened adult crimi- 
nals. 

“Resolved, thaf the Atlanta Wom- 
an’s club advocate a reform method 
of punishment for the crime of murder 
committed by minors, the details of 
which method to be worked out by a 
prison committee, appointed by the 
governor of the state, and that this 
same committee be instructed to work 
out details for a prison reform af- 
fecting all criminals ; 

“Be it further resolved, that a 
bill drawn up by said committee, in- 
corporating the substance of this reso- 
lution, together with details of method 
attached, to be placed before the state 
legislature at its next session; 

“ it further resolved, that this 
clab invoke the aid of the city federa- 
tion and the state federation in pro- 
moting reforms indicated in these rese 
lutions, and that the state legislative 
council be urged to draw up a bill 
embodying the substance of this reso- 
lution to ZO to the legislature at its 
wet session.”

Oklahoma, Kansas, Ohio 
and North Dakota Act. 
Referendum in 1926 Is 
Proposed in Washington

Chicago, January 27.—Barring pos- 
sible reconsideration, the child labor 
amendment to the constitution tonight 
had: been defeated, the proposal hav- 
ing been defeated in either one cr 
both houses of the legislatures or by 
referendum in 13 states. Under the 
constitution, the. amendment would 
have to be ratified by three-fourths 
of the 48 states, so that an adverse 
vote in 13 states would make this 
impossible. 

Oklahoma, Kansas and Ohio today 
were added to the list of states final- 
ly rejecting the amendnient, while 
similar action was taken in the senate 
of North Dakota and Washington, In 
Washington, however, the senate sent 
to the house a bill which would sub- 
mit indorsement to the people in a 
referendum in 1926. 

14 States Have Acted, 

Fourteen state legislatures aave 
acted upon the congressional proposal 
to amend the constitution se that con- 
gress might legislate in regard to ein- 
ployment of children under 18 years 
of age, while in Massachusetts, che 
proposed amendment was rejected by 
referendum last November. 

California and Arkansas were the 
only states favoring the proposal, 
while the amendment was rejected by 
one or both houses of the legislature 
in the following states: South and 
North Carolina, Georgia, Louisia1a, 
Texas, Oklahoma, South and North 
Dakota, Kansas, Ohio, Washington 
and Delaware. 

In Wyoming, the senate voted to 
postpone indefinitely a vesejution 
ratification. 

While it is possible in some states 


for the legislatures to reconsider, no 
move in that direction has been made, 
nnd in several instances the vote as 
been so large against the amendment 
that reconsideration apparently would 
be futile.

“hied himself unto the green pas.ures 
of Washington when millions vi his 
fellow men were offering themselyes 
to the. defense of their country.

Taking advantage of President 
Cummins’ reversal of a former ruling 
to permit him to answer published 
statements about his position on the 
nomination, Senator Heflin, demo 
erat, Alahama, went at ‘length into 
Mr. Stone’s activities as counsel fur 
the estate of J. Pierpont Morgan in 
a suit against James A. Ownbey of 
Colorado, the outcome of which be 
eharacterized. as “an act of judicial 
tyranny.” 

Special Session Today. 

While the debate was in progress 
the senate judiciary committee com- 
pleted arrangements for a special yes- 
sion tonforrow at which it will renew 
consideration of the neminatién, re- 
comwmitted to it yestefday iy the 
senate, It was the expectation of most 
members that the attorney general 
would be invited to appear tomorrow 
and give his version of the Ownhey 
ease and of the steps being taken on 
the department to seck a. second : 
dictment of Senator Wheeler. delat 
erat, Montana, in the District of 
Columbia, 

Reports were current at the capitol 
foday that Mr. Stone would not be 
averse to appearing at an open session 
if the cox 
provided 
prejudice consideration of. the Wheeler 
ease by the district grand jury. Be- 
cause of the latter factor, however, it 
was considered improbable that such 
& session would be held-er that any, 
action would be announced by the 
committee before the grand jury com- 
pleted its work. At the department 
of justice all comment was withheld 
as to the attitude to be taken bv 
the attorney general. 

Judged by Arguments. 

Declaring the action obtained by 
the Morgan estate against Ownbey

of justice.” Senator Heflin said he 
would judge Mr. Stone’s ‘ ‘conception 
of the intent of the constitution” by 
his arguments in the case. 

“No. attorney’s duty to his client 
requires him to dv anything in the 
trial of a case which denies to the 
person proceeded against ‘due pro- 
cess of law’.” the Alabama senator as- 
serted. “No attorney is justified in 
taking advantage of or solemnly invok- 
ing a. technicality which, if sustained, 
would deprive the humblest citizen of 
the right to appear in court and be 
heard in reply to the complaint filed 
against him.”

MRS. SNOOK PRAISES AMERICAN PRISON SYSTEM 


Says Atlanta Warden’s Wife 


American prisons are the. best-reg- 
ulated, most sanitary and advanced 
institutions in the world, far sur- 
passing those of fcreign countries. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. J.. W. Snook, wife 
of the newly installed warden of the 
Atlanta Federal penitentiary. © 

“And the difficulties now found in 
American prisons may be overcome 
by providing prisoners with adequate 
work for which they are justly com- 
pensated,”’ declared Mrs. Snook. 

“Idleness is the worst thing imagin- 
able for anyone, whether in or out of 
a prison. In a prison it broods dis- 
eontent and strife and makes prison- 
ers doubly unhappy. When a regular 
8-honr work day with just compensa- 
tion becomes an established feature 
of American prisons the institutions 
will be as near perfett as it is hu- 
manly possible to make them.” she 
said 

Mrs. Snook, who last summer made 
an inspection tour of criminal insti- 
tutions in Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Greece, Switzerland and Servia, 

aks with authority on the subject. 
Nine years’ practical experience in 
management of the women’s depart- 
ment of the Idaho State prison, also 
lends weight to the words of the war- 
den’s wife. 

“Of course, I have always been in 
charge of the women’s department 
and as there is no such thing at. the 
Atlanta federal itentiary I shall

“This is a false notion. Amer- 
ican prison today is striving to cor- 
rect criminalé and to convert them 
into better men and women, deserv- 
ing of society's favors.

~ Washington, January 27.—The sen- 
‘ate refused today to eliminate the pres- 
ent preferential mai] rate allowed re- 
ligious, educational, scientific and 
philanthropic publicatiens, adopting 
by a vote of 51 to 23 an amendment 
to the postal pay and rate increase 
bill by Senator Butler, republican, 
Massachusetts, to retain the present 
rate of 1 1-4 cents a pound on ihe 
advertising sections of such periodi- 
cals, ’ 

The vote had the effect of reversing 
the recommendation of the senate post- 
office committee, which favored a ufi- 
form rate for all publications, includ- 
ing those in the special classifications. 


George Urges Elimination. 
At the conclusion of the day's de 


proposed changes in the zone rates 
affecting the advertising sections of 
publications, Senator George, demo- 
crat, Georgia, urged elimination of ail 
proposed increases in second-class 
rates and a reduction to those ip effect 
in the fiscal year 1919-1920. A vote 
on this proposal went over until to- 
morrow. 

Elimination of the proposed in- 
creases in rates will mean ultimate 
rejection of the entire bill, providing 
also for posta] salary advances, Sena- 
tor Moses, republican, New Hamp 
shire, declared during the debate, but 
Senator George argued that the re- 
duction he proposed would tend to in- 
crease rather than redure revenue 
from this service.

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Persuade France 


To Meet War Obligations 


England Wants Enough 
From Germany, France 
and Her Allies To Pay 
United States. 


BY CHARLES M. M’CANN. 

London, January 27.—Great Britain 
i@ preparing a diplomatic coup which 
will put her first in the field, and 
perhaps first in line for obtaining debt 
payments from France. 

While American and French states- 
men have been exehanging harsh words 
relative to France’s intention to pay 
or to repudiate her debt to the United 
States, Britain has been formulating 
a document which is expected to lead 
to a definite French offer to pay. 
Anglo-French negotiations, in turn, 
may precipitate the mooted conference 
of European debtors and creditors, 
with the United States observing the 
proceedings from across the Atlantic 
if she doesn’t care to join in them. 

Reply to Clementel. 

Austen Chamberlain and Winston 
Churchill, the chief -lieutenants, in 
Stanley Baldwin’s cdbinet, have joint- 
ly drafted a reply to a letter from 
Etienne Clementel, French minister of 
finance, in which the latter left the 
way open for funding negotiations on 
favorable terms if Britain was dis- 
posed to suggest them. 

The British suggestions wil] be com- 
pleted within a fortnight. It igs learn- 
ed that embodied in them is a state- 
ment of the British case applicable 
not only to France but to all Britain's 
debtors. Thus they can be read by 
any debtor as applying to any obliga- 
tion, and they will represent a basis 
for negotiations between Britain and 
any of her debtors. 

France is expected to he able to 


| make concrete proposals to Londoa 


without further correspondence. 
Seeks to Pay U. 8S. 

British treasury officials are exam- 
ining the text of the suggestions. 
Roughly, Britain will declare that she 
expects from Germany and her other 
debtors combined a sum equal to her 
annual obligations to the United 
States. The maximum would be in 
the neighborhood of $200,000,000 year- 
ly. Dawes’ plan receipts from Ger- 
many would be expected to supply half 
this sum. France and the other allied 
debtors would contribute the balance 
in proportion to their -individual obli- 
gations. 

Thus in its present state, the plan, 
which must be approved by the cabi- 
nets recognizes the principle of pool- 
ing debts. The question of payments 
from the allies in the event of a col- 
lapse of the Dawes plan has not been 
solved. It represents the most diffi- 
cult feature of the British reply.

REPORTED DEAD 


Tokio, January 27.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Dr. Sun Yat-Sen, one 
of China’s most neted political lead- 
ers, is dead at Pexing, according to 
a dispatch received here this after- 
noon by the Japanese semi-official 
news agency. 


EXPECTED TO DIE, 
PEKING REPORTS . 

Peking, January 27.—(By the As- 
sociated Press).—Dr. Sun Yat-Sen, 
head of the government of South 
China, with headquarters at Canton, 
is suffering from a cancer of the liv- 
er which is expected by physicians 
to prove fatal within ten days. 

That announcement was made after 
an operation yesterday. 


Seattle, Wash., January 27.—Peace 
in China with preservation of the re- 
publican form of government as a re- 
sult of the conference of Chinese lead- 
ers now being held in Peking, China, 
was forecast by Dr. Robert 8S. Nor- 
man, of Oakland, Calif., legal adviser

His- Son Killed 
By Paris Police, 
Daudet Charges 


to 


Paris. January 27.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—For more than a year, 
Leon Daudet, the royalist leader, has 
been building up the case against those 
he believes responsible for the death 
of his 14-year-old son, Philippe, and 
he presented it to the judiciary in 
concrete form last night, with formal 
charges against five men. The boy 
was found in a _ taxicab, severely 
wounded, in November, 1923, and suc- 
cumbed several days late. 

Daudet bases his complaint on the 
alleged finding that a revolver in the 
taxicab alongside the boy did not cun- 
tain a cartridge shell and that there 
was no evidence of the shot being fired 
inside the cab. He claims that a shell 
was placed under the seat of tne cab 
hours after Philippe’s death. 

It has been claimed by Daudet in 
his newspaper, L’Action Francaise, 
that M. Marlier, former director ot 
the secret service department, and four 
other men named in the complaint— 
Police Commissary Colombo, Lannes, 
Delange and La Flaoutter—organized 
a police raid on the bool: store of M. 
Ia Flaoutter at a moment when the 
proprietor said Philippe was due to | 
M. Daudet charges that the police

chism of hate circulated among the 
children of the ‘hineland by German 
ndtivnalisis. After four ur five siw- 
Uar exhortations the document con- 
cludes: ‘“Lhou shalt nurture in thy 
suul the sentiment aud wish fur a 
bloody revenge and wait with undying 
faith the great day that will bring thee 
peace and revenge.” Sueh declara- 
tions shuw that certain elements in 
Germwany have been harmed as much 
by defeat as they were harmed by 
vietory in 1871. There always returns 
this brutalization of thought and un- 
fortunately for the reich it always 
emanates from the same militaristic 
corner. ‘A nationalist paper praising 
the sentiments expressed in the cate- 
chism remarks: “It is time we re- 
turned to the viggrous faith of our 
fathers, to the mailed fist of our 
greatest men, to the philosophy of 
Nietsche.” If they must, indeed, re- 
turn to that faith and philosophy. 
they ought to start with the beginning 
und return first of au, to Nietsche’s pret- 
ace to his “Nachlass,” where he writes: 
“it a degradation of mankind to en- 
courage national hatred, to admire it 
or to extoll it.” If Germany 
feels she has been wronged, the best 
minds of the nation, who are not al- 
ways found among the old army offi- 
cers, should approach the world in a 
spirit of sincerity and good-will. Faith 
in humanity tells us that such an ap- 
peal will carry. more power than tanks 
and machine guns and threats and the 
same faith secures us that in the end 
there will be » conquest of reason and 
a triumph of justice.

Unexpected good luck has come te 
the curator of the great Rumaniantzeff 
museum in Moscow. He went to Ger- 
many not long ago to be present at an 
auction sale of paintings belonging to 
the collection of the Grand Duke of 
Oldenburg. Among other things he 
bought a painting, said to be executed 
by one of Rembrandt's pupils. After he 
had brought the picture home, experts 
declared it to be a genuine execution 
by the great Dutch master himself.

Bayard Taylor’s Poem 
“America to Iceland” 


Says the Bible Can 
Solve Al! Our Problems 


Editor Constitution: May TI call 
your attention to an epoch-making 
event in the career of Bayard Tayler 
(the centenary of whose birth is be- 
ing widely celebrated), which I do 
not find in the many reviews which 
appeared abent ‘him. 

In 1874 Bayard Taylor was sent 
by Whitelaw Reid, then editor of the 
New York Tribune, to write a de- 
tailed account of the millenia] cele- 
brations of the first settlement of 
Iceland (S74). 

All Americans owe a debt of grati- 
tude to Mr. Reid for his foresight in 
recognizing the deep national signifi- 
cance of this Icelandic millenia] cele- 
bration. 

In Iceland, “in all haste and in the 
midst of distracting talk,” Bayard 
Tavlor wrote a noble ode entitled 
“America to Iceland,” which played 
an important part in the ceremonies 
and which was recently reprinted as a 
part of an informing and valuable 
article entitled “ ‘Skald’, Taylor’s Visit 
to Iceland,” by Adolph Benson, which 
appeared in the “American Scandi- 
navian Review.” 

As a tribute to the Icelandic re- 


public, which gave America her dis- 
coverer, Leif Ericson (in the year 
1000), and to the consequent cement- 
ing of the eternal relationship  be- 
tween the American and feataadie 
republies—and as an added tribute to 
Bayard Taylor himself—may 
that you print the poem, “America to 
Iceland,” which I inclose: 


AMERICA TO ICELAND, 
We come, the children of thy Viniand, 
The youngest of the world’s hich peers, 
0 land of steel, aud song, and saga, 
To greet thy glorious thotsand years! 


Across that sea the son of Eric 
Dared with his venturous dragon's prow; 
From shores where Thorfinn set thy banner, 
Their latest children seek thee now. 


Hail, mother-land of skalds and heroes, 
By love of freedom hither hurled, 
Fire in their hearta, as in thy mountains, 
And strength like thine to shake the 
world.

directing the interstate commerce 
commission to conduct an inquiry 
into freight rates with a view tu 
their readjustment. 

Passed last session, the resolution 
had been amended by the house to 
eliminate certain restrictions. Th 
hease action was agreed to today. 

The resolution sets forth that “in 
view of the existing depression in 
ugriculture, the commission is here- 
by directed to effect with the least

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HURTS SHIPPERS 


Following complaints filed by L. B. 
Robeson, of Marietta. and others, to 
the effect that the interstate embargo 
against shipments of poultry, because 
of the presence in this country of the 
European fowl pest, had worked «e- 
rious financial hardship upon the 
poultrymen of the state, Peter H. 
Bahnsen, Georgia state veterinarian, 
Thursday addressed a letter to Mr. 
Robeson, explaining stepe he had 
taken to remedy this condition. 

Mr. Bahnsen points out that after 
he had been to Washington in con- 
ference with the chief of the federal 
bureau of animal industry, he had 
urged live stock sanitary officials in 
the southeastern states to modify or 
annul their quarantine restrictions 
against each other. 

This, he said, he felt could be safe- 
ly done inasmuch as there has been 
no suggestion of any appearance of 
the fowl pest in the sontheast. How- 
ever, he said, other states had proved 
not over-hbasty in accepting the sug- 
gestion and only two, Florida and 
Alabama, had consented to modify 
their embargoes against CGecurgia poul- 
try. Georgia poultry, however, may 
be shipped into these two states upon 
affidavits of the consignor, he said. 

Mr. Bahnsen stated that he would 
continue his efforts for the modifica- 
tion of quarantine restrictions in the 
southeastern states, and addded: 

“It is not amiss, however, at this 
time to note that New York, already 
heavily infested with European fovvl 
pest, and probably better informed on 
the subject than any other agency—'f 
they base their quarantine on market 
receipts, which they probably do—is, 
under date of January 26, 1925, ex- 
tending its quarantine restrictions so 
as to include the state vf Wiscansin, 
making a total of 13 states against 
which New York is quarantined. 

“I believe it would be a greater 
calamity if, through carelessness or in- 
difference, we should import a plague 
as disastrous to the poultry industry 
as European fowl pest, or other sim- 
ilar infectious or contagious diseases. 
_ “While I recognize the inconven- 
lence of embargoes and quarantine re- 
strictions, I do not know of any place 
where the old axiom, ‘an ounce of 
prevention is worth a ton of cure,’ js 
more applicable than in the control 
ct infectious and contagious diseases.”

PROPOSE OPENING 
OF, 2 NATIONAL 
PARKS IN DIXIE 


Washington, January 27.—Estab- 
lishment of a national park in the 
Blue Ridge mountains of Virginia 
and another in the Smoky mountains 
in Tennessee and North Carolina ws 
proposed in a bill introduced jointly 
today by Senators Swanson. of Vir- 
ginia, and McKellar, of Tennessee, 
democrats. 

The bill provides the Blue Ridze 
Mountain park shall be known as 
Shenandoah National park and shall 
be situated east of the south fork of 
the Shenandoah river and between 
Front Royal on the north = and 
Waynesboro on the south. 

The Smoky Mountain National 
park would be located in such lands 
as selected by the secretary of the in- 
terior, situated in Johnson, Carter, 
Unicoi, Washington, Greene, Cooke, 
Sevier, Blount, Monroe and Polk 
counties in Tennessee and in Chero- 
kee, Graham, Swain, Haywood, Madi- 
son, Yancey, Mitchell, Wautauga and 
Ashe counties in North Carolina. 

Representative Temple, republican, 
Pennsylvania, introduced a bill in the 
house today to authorize a survey by 
the secretary of the interior of the 
southern Appalachian mountains for 
a proposed national park and of the 
Smoky mountains in ‘lennessee for 
another, with expenditure of $15,000. 

The secretary would be authorized 
to appoint a committee of five, four 
of them national park experts to serve 
without compensation to conduct the 
survey. This bill, Mr. Temple ex- 
plained, widens the previous bill to 
cover the whole report that an un- 
official committee made recently, at 
the invitation of Secretary Work.

With water service restored in all 
parts of the city and practically all 
comage to the street car tracks re- 
paired, all of the havoe wrought by 
bursting of a 36-inch water main at 
Marietta and Corput streets Tuesday 
morning, with the exception of sev- 
eral thousand dollars damage to 
streets and sidewalks, was repaired 
early Tuesday night. 7 

‘The entire city of Atlanta was 
without water for almost two hours 
after bursting of the main, but service 
was restored to all except a small 
area by 11 o'clock Tuesday morning 
by cutting in new pipe lines and turn- 
ing the water into a new 48-nth main, 
which recently was laid parallel toe 
the old main on Marietta street. | 

Service in the last district was re- 
s‘ored during ths ‘t: ndéom, and by 
7:30 o'clock Tuesday night all dam- 
age to pipes had been repaired, ac- 
cording to W. Zode Smith, general 
manager of city waterworks. 


Car Service Continued. 

Some street car tracks fhrough the 
district, torn up by the rushing tor- 
rent, have not been laid, but officials 
o* the Georgia Railway and Power 
company have anounced fhat there 
will be no break in service, and that 
passengers will be transferred to cars 
waiting on the other side of the break 
until damages can be reruired. No 
attempt, however, will be made to 
operate over any of the tracks which 
were flooded until every foot of irack- 
ace has been tested thoroughly to 
eliminate any danger of cave-ins. 

As a direct result of the break and 
its effect in leaving the entire city 
without water for so long a_ period, 
Mayor Walter A. Sims stated Tues- 
day morning that he plans to urge the 
bond commission to act immediately 
in constructing new water mains 
which wonld handle any emergen *y 
which might arise in connection wit!, 
the city’s water system. 

Both the mayor and Chief W. B. 
Cody, of the Atlanta fire department, 
emphasized the danger fium fires in 
which the city was placed during the 
time it was without a water supply. 


Chief Cody declared that the situation 

was further proof of the fact that the 

city needs a high-pressure water sy3- 

tem for fire fighting use exclusively. 
New Mains Needed. 

The mayor pointed out that there 
is $900,000 unexpended from the issue 
of water bonds sold in 1921, and de 
clared that there is no better use for 
the money than msiailation of new 
mains, whieh wouid enable tne city to 
switch mains in a few minutes in case 
of any emergency. 

Mr. Smith said [Tuesday atternoon 
that the cause of the break fad nor 
veen determined defiaitely, but chat it 
pieb. Diy resulted trom too gle.t a 
pressure on the pipes, which were laid 
seveial years ago. 

A few minutes after the water be- 
gan to spout from the pipe m the 
great streams Mr. Smith, heading 4 
corps of assistants, rushed to the 
scene and work was started at once 
to check the flow of water and repair 
the main. All of the city’s water sup- 
ply - as cut off as soon as the depart- 
ment learned of the break and could 
not be turned on again until the wa- 
ter had been turned into the other 
main, as the bursted pipe served as 
one of the principal feeders from the 
Hemphill pumping station to the down- 
town district.

Germany Denies Violation 
Of Clause on Disarmament 


Paris, January 27.—(By the Asso 
ciated l’ress.)—Germany’s reply te 
the recent note of the allied ambassa- 
dors which was handed to Lord D’ 
Abernon, the British ambassador, by 
Foreign Minister Stresemann, in Ber 
lin, today, again protests against the 
refusal of the allies to give immedi- 
ately a bill of particulars on Gea 
many’s alleged violations of the dis 
armament clauses in the treaty of 
Versailles. It reasserts that Germany 
has really disarmed and is fully en- 
titled to the evacuation of the Cologne 
area. 

The Berlin communication reviews 
the note of the council of ambassadors 
which was handed to Chancellor Luth- 
er yesterday and which declines to 
examine the question of the non- 
evacuation with Germany or to go inte 
further details regarding the reasons 
for maintaining the allied forces in 
the @ologne zone. The German note 
then says the allies have given “mere- 
ly a formel reply which in no sense 
advances an affair of such grave sig- 
nificance to Germany and European 
reconciliation.” 

The Stresemann communication con- 
tinues: 

“The allied governments continue 
to keep the German government, as 
well as public opinion in ignorance of 
the material facts on which they seek 
to base the decisions they took several 
weeks ago. The German people again 
find themselves accused of not hav- 
ing executed the treaty without being 
given the possibility of defending 
themselves against these accusations. 
The allied governments draw from a 
unilateral judgment of facts the grav- 
est consequences, and in their last 
note refuse in the most formal manner 
| even to examine the affair jointly 

with the German government.” 


The note adds that Germany an- 
not understand why she is reproached 
with misunderstanding articles 428 
and 429 of the Versailles treaty. In 
this connection it states: 

“She has not conrested and does not 
contest that these articles make the 
evacuation of the northern zone -of 
the Rhineland on Janug'y 10, 1925, 
depend upon certain conditions. Her 
affirmation bears only on the point 
that these preliminary conditions 
have been executed: The fact of 
Germany's disarmament is too evident 
for the allied governments to justify 
non-fulfillment (of the evacuation 
clauses) by the present state of Ger- 
man disarmament.” 

The communication points out that 
the allies seem to consider that pro- 
gressive evacuation under article 429 
“represented a favorable advantage io 
Germany that depends upon their 
decision.” That would be in evident 
contradiction to the text of the treaty, 
it is argued, which does not permit 
a doubt that the provisions of article 
429 constitute a right “as imperative 
as that of article 428,” 

In conclusion the note states: 
“General interest in fruitful political 
collaboration does not permit an in- 
definite continuance of the present 
situation which leaves in uncertain- 
ty the fate of a great German terri- 
tory and its population. The German 
government, therefore, assumes that 
the allied governments will, with the 
briefest delay communicate the prom- 
ised specifications, thereby establish- 
ing a condition necessary for an 


agreement designed to dispel the con- 
troversy that has arisen.” 

The note is signed by f‘oreign Min- 
ister Stresemann. 


FARMERS’ CONFERENCE 


Athens, Ga., January 27.—(Spe- 
cial.) —A farm program for Georgia 
| for 1925 was adopted ere today by 
a committee composed of farmers, 
bankers and business men from va- 


rious sections of Georgia, which was 
presided over by C. L. W illiamson, 
of Atlanta, secretary of Credit Mens 
association, as chairman. 

The program adopted by the com- 
mittee and submitted to the farm con- 
ference in session here follows: 

“The dependence of our state upon 
its agricultural interests demands that 
our farmers, in cooperation with the 
business men of the state, should 
adopt and carry out a permanent 
farm program in order that farming 
in Georgia may be a more profitable 
business. As a means (0 this end, 
we adopt the following farm program 
in an earnest effort to help the agri- 
enltural and business interests of the 
atate. 

“1. Crops in Georg 
<ified. There must be raised upon 
farms sufficient food crops to make 
each =o farm self-sustaining. There 
should be upon each farm live stock 
and poultry and in each commen 
proper dairying facilities. Throug 
this live stock and dairying farmers 
will realize cash returns sufficient for 
their needs until returns from their 
staple crops are received. 

Must Be Financed. 

“9 Farmers of the state must be 
financed in making their a = 
in operating their farms. This fina 
ing should be at a reasonable rate 0 
interest and upon terms favorable + 
our farming interests. © There shonle 
be established agricultural credit cor- 
porations wherever necessary 1M the 
state, to cooperate with the local 
banks of the community In adequate 
ly and easily financing our farming 
yperations., ‘ 

“8 The principle of coperative mar- 
keting should be applied generally in 
the marketing of farm products. his 
system of cooperative marketing 
should be applied not only to our ns 
ple crops such as cotton, peanuts ant 
tobacco, but should be equally ap- 
plied to other field and orchard crops 
whieh can be properly raised under n 
diversified program. The principle of 
cooperative marketing as applied to 
\farm products in Georgia 18 unquall- 
fiedly indorsed. 

“4 Inasmuch as any development 
| program is predicted on adequate lead- 
ership, we desire to indorse those 
types of higher education necessary 
to develop a_ sufficient number of 
Georgia’s rural boys and girls to make 
the agriculture of the state efficient 
and self-sustaining. 

“5. There should be county units 
or county organizations formed in 
each county for the purpose of help- 
ing the farmer to promote a diversi- 
fied agriculture, to properly educate 
their children, to better their methods 
of production and in general to bring 
about community welfare.” 

Conwell Speaks.

had “played” with Muscle Shoals ieg- 
islation long enough, and that he was 
opposed to operation of the project by 
private enterprise. 

_ “The people are tired of a legisla- 
tive attitude of hesitation, vacillation 
and equivocation,” Upshaw said. 

He said that the action by the con- 
ference was not final and that if the 
conferees did not report back “a bill 
that dedicates Muscle Shoals to the 
high purposes of national defense and 
the manufacture of cheaper fertilizers 
for the farmers as well as iue devel- 
opment of water power, 1 expect to 
vote against it.” 

“Some gentlemen who have opposed 
this bill seem unduly alarmed con- 
cerning the development of our na- 
tional resources by great power com- 
panies. Gentlemen, let’s be practi- 
cal about this matter. I have never 
seen any baleful results from the ¢de- 
velopment of water power by private 
enterprise. Goodness knows I would 
rather see our great natural resources 
developed by private enterprise than 
not developed at all. . 

“Through all the centuries the wa- 
ter power in our Georgia mountaius 
had gone to waste, and it would be 
wasting still if a great power com- 
pany had not taken hold with its 
wealth, its vision and vigor, and now 
behold! our whole section is commer- 
cially athrob and athrill as a result 
of this superb business enterprise.”

Investors who 
feel that the securities market has reached rather high levels, and who 
desire to preserve their principal amounts intact, are coming more and 
more to select railroad equipment trusts as the ideal investment for them. 
Being issued in serial form, the trusts enable an investor to pick maturi- 
ties that will bring repayment of his funds at the time desired. The 
short-term maturities always are popular, of course, but in the present 
market, so housés report, the demand for short-term maturities far ex- 
ceeds the supply. . 

Their unusual popularity at this time results from the ease in money 
rates and the belief of some large investors that bond prices can scarcely 
be expected to advance much more. That being the case, such investors 
conclude, funds may be kept in more liquid form through an investment 
in railroad equipment certificates than in the ordinary long-term bond.

IN ERRIN INQUES] 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Herrin, Jll., January. 2t}; —Declar- 
ing that nothing but personal religion 
can save Herrin, the Rey. John Meek- 
er Presbyterian minister, late today 
said the last rites over Deputy Sher- 
iff Ora Tho:aas, two-gun leader of 
the anti-klan furces in the county, 
while the coroner’s jury took up the 
task of unraveling Saturday night's 
shooting which claimed the lives of 
Thomas, S. Glenn Young and two 
others. 

All of the 11 witnesses before the 
jury gave testimony which tended to 
support the version of the shooting 
related by Young's friends. 

These witnesses, who saw the shvot- 
ing, asserted that Thomas fired first 
and that it was his bullet that killed 
Young. Another testified that Thom- 
as earlier in the day .“appeared to 
have heen drinking.” and that he was 
seen With a number of strangers in 
several places. 

The witnesses who were outside of 
the hotel at the time testified that 
at least three shots were fired by 
persons outside of the hotel and that 
shots came from the upper windows 
of the hotel and from the cirection of 
City Judge Bowen's office across the 
street, 

The mysterious shot heard on the 
main street of the town and supposed 
to have been fired at Ross Lisenby, 
a policeman, was in reality fired by 
Lisenby himself, witnesses indicated, 
although none could testify that they 
actually saw the shot. 

Thomas Killed Young. 

All of the witnesses who saw the 
shooting agreed that Thomas killed 
Young, while several sdded_ thut 
Young killed Thomas after himself re- 
ceiving a fatal wound. Opinions dif- 
fered as to who killed Ed Forbes and 
all denied anv knowledge of who 
killed Homer Warren, but all agreed 
he must have been killed by bullets 
fired from the outside. 

Meanwhile several] thousand mourn- 
ers gathered at the Thomas home for 
the funeral ceremonies. The house 
was so small it could accommodate 
only a few of the miners, business 
men, women and other friends. 

Services were, béld from the front 
porch of the residence, the crowd 
standing in the spow, as far back as 
the opposite side of the street. 
Floral decorations were received 
in such great volume that they were 
placed in the snow across the front of 
the house. Wreaths or some other 
floral remembrances were received 
from local mine unions in all sections 
of Illinois and many were received 
from the lodge to which the slain dep- 
uty belonged. Mr. Meeker did not 
deliver a eulogy of Thomas but dwelt 
on the question of peace in the 
county. 

“We all know that the man whom 
we are honoring wae not a church- 
man.” he said. “It is not of him I 
would speak. He is in the hands of 
God. I am not here asa Presbyterian 
minister. I am here as a minister 
of God. 

“I know that people cannot live 
right without religion. We must have 
religion and a personal faith in God 
before we can live right and be truly

“Tf these dead men could return to- 
day they would say, ‘Have faith in 
God. Protect and make sacred the 
home life of your community: Criti- 
cize your own faults and let your 
neighbor take care of his own.’

He also announced that the first 
thousand Stone Mountain Confede- 
rate half dollars, which were coined 
last Wednesday, were now in ship- 
ment to the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Atlanta and plans were being laid 
for the sale and cistribution of these. 

The Stone mountain memorial half 
dollar is a very Leautiful coin, those 
having seen it, consider it the most 
beautiful coin ever handled by the 
United States. It was designed by 
the sculptor of the memorial, Gutzum 
Borglum. 

On one side are the figures of Rob- 
ert E. Lee and Stonewall Jackson ow 
horseback, on the other an eagle 
alighting on the summit of Stone 
mountain, and the following inscrip- 
tion, “Memorial to the Valor of the 
Soldier of the South.” 

These first coirs were tested on 
Monday, January 19. which was the 
one hundred and eighteenth anniver- 
sary of the birth of General Robert 
EK. Lee.

WORK ON STOCKADE 
T0 BEGIN. MONDAY 


Work on the new stockade build- 
ing for men to be located at Fort and 
Hilliard streets probably will be 
started Monday, it was announced 
Tuesday by Councilman Charles L. 
Chosewood, chairman of the prisons 
committee of city council, following 
a meeting of that committee. Plans 
for the building are being drawn in 
the construction department at pres- 
ent, and as soon as specifications for 
the basement are completed, excava- 
tion work will be started. 

The women’s stockade, which will 
be on the city dairy farm, will not 
be built until after completion of the 
men’s unit, according to present 
plans. However, both units are ex- 
pected to be completed within a short 
time, an dthe present stockade, lo- 
cated near Girls’ High achool, will 
be abandoned. 

City council, by adopting the Jan- 
uary apportionment sheet, set aside 
$20 000 for the woman's unit and

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DAUCHERTY DENIS 
OFFERS OF BRIBE 


New York, January 27.—Harry M. 
Daugherty, former United States at- 
torney general, testifying today at 
the trial of Gaston B. Means and 
Thomas B. Felder, charged with con- 
spiracy to obstruct justice, indignant- 
ly denied he ever had been “ap- 
proached by either of the defendants 
with -bribe money.” He also denied 
any knowledge of an alleged attempt 
to “fix” certain federal officials, of 
which. he himself was supposed to 
have been one, for the purpose of hav- 
ing indictments against officers of the 
Crager System, on charges of using 
the mails to defraud, quashed. 

Mr. Daugherty came to court with 
William J. Burns, former head of the 
burean of investigation of the depart- 
ment of justice, and testimony of Fel- 
der, one of the defendants, was inter- 
rupted f® allow the former attorney 
general to take the stand. His testi- 
mony consumed a little over half an 
hour, after which Colonel Felder re- 
sumed the stand. 

“Hellbound and Spellbound.” 

Mr. Daugherty said that for some 
time the state of affairs in Washing- 
ton was such that there were men in 
the capital Who were “hellbound an: 
spellbound.” 

“T would like at this time to tell 
the true story of that situation if I 
am permitted to do so,” said Mr. 
Daugherty. Judge Lindley, however, 
refused him permission, 

Mr. Daugherty denied that Thomas 
B. Felder, one of the defendants, ever 
talked to him about indictments then 
pending against the Crager system, a 
company manufacturing glass caskets, 
Felder and his former client, Gaston 
B. Means, are being tried on cuarges 
of conspiring to bribe high zovern- 
ment officials, including Mr. Daugh- 
erty, in attempts to quash the glass 
casket indictments. 

Denial by Daugherty. 

“Did Gaston Means ever talk to 
you about it?’ he was asked by 
Frank P. Walsh, defense attorney, 

“He never did,” replied Mr. Daugh- 
erty, 

“Did Jarnecke (Means’ former sec- 


retury) ever talk to you about it?’ 

“ile never did,” answered the wit- 
CFs, 

“[T will ask you whether or not it 
is a fact that Colonel Felder called 
upon you on one occasion when you 
were ill in Washington and spoke to 


you about the glass casket case?” 


“He never did,’ said the witness. 
‘‘None of these men ever discussed 
the glass casket case with me.” 

Mr. Daugherty testified that he had 
known Felder for 15 years and per- 
haps longer and that he had been 
nssociated with him and his law firm 
when Felder was a resideut of At 
lunta, Ga, 

“Never Heard Reflectis..” 

Asked what he. knew of the repu- 
tation of Felder, Mr. Daugherty 
said: 

“During the past threo” or four 
years [ could not testify to the repu- 
tation of any man, especially if he 
held a high public position. The 
higher and more efficient he is, the 
more he is subjected to attack. Until 
this case Came up I am quite sure 
I never heard any reflection upon 
his (Felder’s) reputation.” 

Mr. Daugherty said he did not 


; know Means personally and had talk- 


ed to him only once, when Means 
spoke to him in the Department of 
Justice building. 


Mr. Walsh asked the witness if 
he ever “attended a conference at the 
Waldorf hotel (in this city) in the 
early part or middle of October, 1922.

William J. Burns, Andrew J. Mellon 
and Gaston B. Means. Before the 


witness could answer, Prosecutor '| 


Todd objected and Judge Lindley 
ruled out the question.

FRENCH DEBT PLAN 


Cincinnati, Ohio, January 27.— 
The recent speeca of Deputy Marin 
suggesting repudiation of the debt to 
the United States “was unwise, im- 
prudent and unworthy of a French- 
man,” Senator Pat Harrisen, of Mis- 
sissippi, said in a speecn to local 
business men. ; 

“Six years have now passed since 
the armistice, quite a‘ sufficient time 
for war convalescence and economic 
adjustment,” Harrisom said. “With- 
out minimizing in the least the high 
price paid by France i: that great 
struggle, the sacrifices made by her 
allies must be considered. 

“Every other allied country adopt- 
ed a policy of readjustment, finding 
relief in eutting down large standing 
armies and the curtailment of naval! 
construction. Not so with France. 
From the armistice up to this hour 
she has expended lavishly in_ the 
maintenance of Isrge armies and in 
the preparation of other war activi- 
ties. No other country has pursued 
a like policy. it might not be in 
good taste fur a citizen of one coun- 
try to voice strictures upon the do- 
mestic program of another govern- 
ment, but when the domestic poli- 
cies of France are so interwoven with 
the domestic welfare of this country, 
the end justifies the means.” 


Attack Is Vigorous. 


Harrison’ attack on the French 
debt policy is the most vigorous that 
has come from a responsible demo- 
cratit senator in some time. 

“It cannot be forgotten that in the 
prosecution of the great world’ war, 
not only did we send our boys to 
France to fight and die and render 
substantial assistance in Cvery way, 
but when the finances of the world 
were shot to pieces and the interest 
rates upon the loans to France, 
Great Britain, Itely and the other 
allied countries ranged from 7 to 8 
per cent, and often could not be ob- 
tained even at those rates, it was 
this government that loaned to those 
countries in fixed terms billions of 
dollars to prosecute the war and make 
victory certain. At the time these 
loans were made for which the 
American taxpayer was nornasege sd 


this country who did not believe that 
if victory crowned the efforts of the 
allies, that every farthing would be 
paid. What is the result? Today 
the American people are being taxed 
at the rate of 4 1-4 per cent an- 
nually on approximately cleven bil- 
lions of dollars, with no payments 
yet being made by France, Italy, Bel- 
gium and other of the smaller al- 
lied countries. 


U. S. Wants Payment. 


“If I interpret correctly the feel- 
ings of the American congress, and 
understand the sentiments and heart 
throbs of the American people, I am 
quite sure that it is not only against 
the cancellation of one cent of the 
European debt to, ue, but that the 
terms of payment should be the same 
to all Eurvpean countries und no bet-- 
ter treatment accorded to France and 
Italy and Belgium than to Great 
Britain, Poland, Finland, Lithuania 
and Hungary.” 


Canadian Railway 
Plans To Float 
Big Bond Issue 


Montreal, January 27.—The Cana- 
dian National Railways company is 
about to offer a bond issue approxi- 
mating $35,000,000, The Star says 
today. The loan is likely to run for 
15 years at 5 per cent. 

The issue is needed for capital im- 
provements and most of the new 
funds will go to pay off short-term 
notes which are said to represent ad- 
vances made to the railroad by the 
government, the paper says 

The Star understands that at least 
a part of the proposed loan ia to be 
sought in the New York market.

Ue 
said the postal employees ought to 
have the increase but he laid down 
a new principle. Coolidge said the 
necessary $69,000,000 should first be 
provided by increasing the charges for 
carrying mail matter. That principle 
met, and stil] meets, vigorous, almost 
outraged dissent from m2&ny senators. 
They tried to pass the original simple 
increase of pyy bill over Coolidge’s 
veto. They failed by one vote. That 
narrow escape was important to Cool- 
idge’s prestige and to the principle 
he laid down. 

The New Bill. 


Then the present bill was intro 
duced, embodying Coolidge’s principle 
It grants the raise in pay and at the 
same time provides the necessary 
money by increasing postal rates. 
Some senators, like Heflin, of Ala- 
bama, oppose it because they dvun't 
believe in the principle. Heflin says 
it’s a bad precedent to set. He and 
many other senatora would frankly 
take the necessars $69,000,000 rizht 
out of the general revenues raised by 
taxation. 

Senator Hiram Johnson, of Calli- 
fornia, doesn’t exactly oppose the 
bill; but questions its good faith. 
He implies pretty frankly that the 
intention is merely to fritter away the 
present session in debate, and thus 
deprive the postal workers of. tieir 
1 ise in pay. Johnson introduced 
the word “debunk” into the senate 
vocabulary, voluateered to perform 
the process of “debunking” and call- 
ed the bill “a sham, a pretense an! 
a fraud.” He declared every senator 
knows the bill wil] not pass in a form 
raising the necessary money; wahere- 
upon Senator Moses, of New Ham: 
shire, arose to describe himself as an 
exception, and to say that he is “deal- 


ing in no fraud, no subterfuge and | 


no pretense.” 
Mean to Pass Bill. 


Decidedly the best judgment is that 
the administration senators really 
mean to pass the bill this session, and 
attach a good deal of importance to 
doing so. It will eneounter a good 
many snags; because each one of the 
proposed increases in the charges for 
carrying second, third and fourth- 
class mail, will encounter opposition, 
and the aggregate of that opposition 
will consume a good deal of time. 

Nevertheless, the bill probably will 
pass in something like its present 
form. For one reason, the postoffice 
workers are for it. They realize that
